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Texas  Offers  To 
Give  Agency  To 
Southern  Body 


DALLAS  (BP)  —  The ‘execu¬ 
tive  board  of  the  Baptist  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  of  Texas  has 
voted  to  transfer  its  $2  million 
church  loan  'corporation  as  a 
gift  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  if  the  SBC  agrees  to 
certain  conditions. 

The  conditions  are  that  the 
"SBC  accepts  it  (the  gift)  with 
a  sense  of  obligation  to  use  prop¬ 
erly  the  agency  in  the  keeping 
with  the  original  plans  for  the 
organization  to  help  finance 
churches  in  pioneer  areas.” 

This  apparently  indicated  that 
the  $2  million  should  be  admin¬ 
istered  through  some  agency  or 
organization  not  now  existing. 

The  offer  also  represented  a 
desire  of  the  Texas  board  to  end 
its  church  loan  operations  out¬ 
side  of  Texas.  The  Texas  con¬ 
vention  has  loaned  money  to 
many  churches  in  western  and 
mid  western  states  for  building. 
The  Texas  board  will  continue 
to  loan  money  to  churches  with¬ 
in  Texas. 

The  board  approved  a  manage¬ 
ment  analysis  of  statewide  Bap¬ 
tist  operations.  Booz,  Allen,  and 
Hamilton,  already  conducting 
or  having  made  studies  for  the 
"Southern  Baptist  Convention 
and  several  other  Baptist 
groups,  will  handle  the  survey. 

The  management  analysis 
probably  will  begin  Jan.  15.  It 
will  take  eight  to  10  months  to 
complete  and  the  board  hopes 
to  report  findings  of  the  survey 
to  the  annual  session  of  the  Tex¬ 
as  convention  in  Nov.  1958.

The  state's  total  Cooperative 
Program  gifts  to  work  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  at 
large  totalled  $556,629  through 
November  compared  with  $526,- 
962  at  the  same  time  last  year. 

Designations  from  Mississippi 
were  $385,397  compared  with 
$343,496  through  November, 

1956. 

Routh  reported  that  Conven¬ 
tion  Cooperative  rtogram  re¬ 
ceipts  for  January-November  a- 
niounted  to  $12,945,477.  Gifts  for 
November  were  $1,309,355.  All 
Cooperative  Program  gifts  since 
early  October  —  when  the  basic 
SBC  budget  of  $11  million  was 
attained  —  have  been  divided  75 
per  cent  to  foreign  missions  and 
25  percent  to  home  missions. 

Designated  offerings  for  the 
year  totalled  $8,491,222  compar¬ 
ed  with  $7,613,872  a  year  ago. 
This  is  an  11.52  per  cent  rise. 
Totals  of  Cooperative  Program 
and  designations  reached  $21,- 
436,700  compared  with  $19,689,- 
642,  an  increase  of  8.87  per  cent. 

For  the  month  of  November, 

1957,  Mississippi  contributed 
$72,533  through  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  to  SBC  work  and 
$5,t>68  in  special  designations. 
This  madtTa  total  of  S78.201,  and 
placed  the,  state  fifth  among 
those  in  the  SBC. 


National  Council  Elects 
Dahlberg  As  President 


OKLAHOMA  CITY  (RNS)  — 
A  proposed  constitutional  a- 
mendment  providing  for  county 
option’elections  on  3.2  beer  was 
defeated  by  more  than  61,000 
votes  in  a  special  statewide  elec¬ 
tion. 

Returns  from  3.193  of  the 
state's  3,220  precincts  showed 
274,201  votes  against  the  pro¬ 
posal  and  213,045  in  favor. 

The  turnout  of  nearly  half  a 
million  voters  was  a  record  for 
a  special  election  in  Oklahoma. 

The  result  was  a  defeat  for 
the  Oklahoma  United  Dry  Asso¬ 
ciation  which  fought  for  two 
years  to  have  the  issue  placed 
on  the  ballot. 

“We  are  not  licked,”  said  Dr. 
Stanley  B.  Niles,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  association.  “We 
are  not  going  to  give  up.  It  is 
obvious  we  failed  to  convince 
thousands  of  people  of  the  mer¬ 
its  of  county  option." 

Gov.  Raymond  Gary,  who  had 
backed  the  drys’  fight,  said: 

“The  people  have  spoken  and 
that  settles  the  issue  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  time.  However,  it  does  not 
change  my  personal  feeling  on 
the  wet  versus  dry  issue.” 

Both  the  wets  and  dry  cam¬ 
paigned  vigorously  on  the  issue. 
The  wets  claimed  Oklahomans 
would  pay  higher  taxes  without 
•beer.  The  drys  countered  that 
money  spent  for  beer  would  go 
for  other  items  coming  under 
the  state’s  two  percent  sales  tax. 
They  also  said  that  beer  is  the 
cause  of  many  broken  homes, 
crime  and  moral  problems. 

Prior  to  the  election,  Dr.  T.  B. 
Lackey,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Baptist  General  Convention 
‘of  Oklahoma,  urged  in  a  televi¬ 
sion  speech  that  voters  back  the 
amendment. 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  —  The 
Internal  Revenue  Service  said 
here  that  a  minister  who  re¬ 
ceives  his  parsonage  rent-free 
butpays  for  his  utilities  can  de¬ 
duct"  the  cost  of  these  utilities 
for  income  tax  purposes  if  a 
part  of  his  salary  is  set  aside  as 
a  housing  allowance.” 


SAINT  LOUIS,  Mo.  (BP)  —  A 
pastor  of  a  church  affiliated 
with  both  Southern  and  Ameri¬ 
can  Conventions  is  the  new  pre¬ 
sident  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches.  He  is  Edwin  T. 
Dahlberg.  of  the  Delmar  Baptist 
Church,  Saint  Louis,  described 


as  "the  (Northern  Church  with  a 
Southern  exposure”  in  the  nom¬ 
inating  speech.  Though  acknowl¬ 
edging  himself  as  a  minister  in 
good  standing  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  most  of 
Dahlberg's  ministry  has  been 
with  churches  in  the  American 
Baptist  Convention. 

The  new  president’s  ecumen¬ 
ical  background  includes  a  six- 
year  membership  on  the  cen¬ 
tral  committee  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  and  active 
participation  in  the  1949-50 
movement  to  bring  about  the 
union  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ 
and  the  American  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  When  asked  by  report¬ 
ers  if  he  thought  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  would  affiliate  with  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council  he  said,  “I  hope 
so,  but  there  is  no  indication  at 
present.” 

SBC  Mentioned 

Southern  Baptists  were  fre¬ 
quently  mentioned  st  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council  meeting  here  for 
its  fourth  triennial  assembly.

A  South-,  chairman  of  the  National  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Evangelicals’  Interna¬ 
tional  Commission,  spoke  on  the 
convention  theme,  ’'Co-Laborer* 
With  God.”  He  is  pastor  of  Park 
Street  church  in  Boston. 

The  men  of  the  church  are 
challenged  today  as  never  be¬ 
fore,"  he  said.

Our  Recurring  Dilemma 

Sooner  or  later  the  oastor 
must  face 


Young  Pastor  Merrit  was  wor¬ 
ried.  Just  before  leaving  for 
the  pastors’  conference  he  had 
broached  an  old  settler  in  his 
town  about  becoming  a  Chris¬ 
tian,  and  had  been  rebuffed.  By 
his  own  admission  Old  Settler 
had  never  been  to  church  much; 
he  had  never  thought  of  him¬ 
self  as  a  sinner;  he  had  never 
at  all  considered  making  a  pub¬ 
lic  profession  of  faith,  and  he 
had  sooner  keep  his  business 
open  all  day  Sunday  than  not. 

Furthermore,  he  resented  any 
newcomer  to  town  coming  into 
his  place  and  implying  that  he 
wasjs  heathen.  “I’ve  got  a  hope,” 
he  said.  “Don’t  bother  me,  and 
don’t  worry  about  me.” 

“Now  just  what  is  that  hope?” 
Pastor  Merrit  asked.  “If  he  is- 
not  a  Christian  through  an  ex¬ 
perience  of  grace,  and  all  his 
influence  has  been  at  least  not 
in  favor  of  Christian  fellowship 
and  worship,  where  can  he  find 
what  he  calls  hope?”  . 

“He  isn’t  a  bad  man,”  an  older 
pastor  remarked.  “I  have  known 
him  for  50  years.  The  man  al¬ 
ways  stayed  at  home  and  mind¬ 
ed  his  own  business.  He  prob¬ 
ably  never  made  an  enemy.”

PREACHER'S  SALARY' 


Old  Preachers  Do  Live 


QUESTION:  Why  do  preaeh: 
ers  expect  to  earn  a  salary  for 
preaching  today?  To  my  knowl¬ 
edge  Christ  never  received  a  sal¬ 
ary  of  any  sort,  nor  did  His  dis¬ 
ciples  receive  a  salary  for  bring¬ 
ing  the  Word  of  God  to  those 
who  would  listen.  There  art- 
many  churches  today  where 
preachers  also  hold  jobs  outaidr 
and  still  answer  all  calls  made 
on  them  —  why  not  Baptist 
preachers,  also? 

ANSWER:  If  you  will  study 
your  Bible  more  closely,  you 
will  see  how  wrong  you  are.  In 
the  Jerusalem  church  the  people 
sold  their  property  and  laid  the 
money  afa  the  Apostles'  feet 
(Acts  5:31-37)  so  that  there  was 
not  "any  among  them  that  lack¬ 
ed.” 

In  Corinthians  9:4-14  Paul 
makes  plain  that  Gold  has  the 
same  plan  that  He  used  in  the 
Old  Testament,  that  ministers 
are  to  live  of  the  tithes  of  the 
people.  (Compare  I  Corinthians 
9:13  with  Numbers  18:25-32) 
Paul  plainly  says  that,  "the  Lord 
ordained  that  they  that  preach 
the  gospel  should  live  of  the  g6s- 
pel."  He  commended  the  Philip¬ 
pian  Church  for  contributing  to 
his  missionary  work,  his  own 
support.  (Philippians  4:15) 

There  are  not  "many  church¬ 
es”  where  preachers  support 
themselves,  and  in  these  the 
hungry  sho*f».4ook  up  and  are 
not  fed.  for  they  are  not  work¬ 
ing  according  to  the  Bible.
